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Rehderodendron Fengii, sp. nov. 


Arbor ad 7 m, alta; ramuli “tenui, teretes, striati, rufo-brunnei, glabrescentes, Folia 
tenue membranacea, elliptica-lanceolata vel oblanceolata, apice acuta, basi cuneata, 
ad marginem leviter revoluta et minute denticulata, glabra, costa media tenua sed 
subtus elevata, nervis lateralibus satis tenuis, alternatis, camptodromis et ad marginem 
anastomosantibus, nervulis conspicuis, 7-10 cm. longa, 2.5-3.5 cm. lata; petioli divergentes, 
5-8 cm. longi. Fructus oblique obovatus, apice umbonatus, basi attenuatus vel sub- 
rotundatus, irregulariter 10-costatus, glaber, ad 8.5 cm. longus, 4 cm. in diam., in sicco 
nitide rufo-brunneus, calycis dentibus obsoletis coronans, exocarpio tenui, endocarpio 
fibroso-spongioso. Semina ignota. 

Southeastern Yunnan: Sichour Hsien, Tingmann, alt. 1200-1300 m., in mixed 
forests, tree to 20 ft, fruit green, common ; K. M. Feng no. 12307 (type), Oct. 
9th, 1947. 

This remarkable species differs from al! others in the thin lanceolate to oblanceolate 
leaves with very short petiole and in the obliquely obovoid fruits,
